Plttaburg, March 81.— Tht damage 

by the storm will probably reach sev- 
eral hundreds uf thousands of dollars. 
The effects of the wind can be seen on 
aJl lidM. Houses, churches and many 
UttW^ plants unroofed bridges partly 
diernantled, fences and trees down and 
trolley, telegraph, telephone and fire 
alarm wires prostrated. 

A rM^rk*!)!* feature of the storm 
was tb4 ttutdber of the eilurches that 
were injured. In Pittsburg and Alle 
gbeny and the immediate vii inity 11 
houses of worship were more or less 
wrecked, but in only one of them, the 
lUOKVille Presbyterian church, did 
•Ay casualtira result at the latter 
place, through the chimney coming 
through the ro<rf, Sb p<(ir>oa* were In- 
jured.

The casualties as far as have been 
reported will not number more than 60 
people injured, of whom five or six will 
likely die. 

Those probably fatally hurt were in- 
jured at Knoxville Presbyterian 
church, and the Robinson Run United 
Presbyterian church. The linemen in 
the employ of the differsnt telegraph 
and telephone companies, and the bu- 
reau of fire and lighting were busy 
all night, getting the systems in worli- 
Ing order from the damage sustained 
iuring the storm. Lines w^re down 
in all directions, but the men at work 
repairing the damage expected to have 
the lines in working order before 
night 

A poi \ilinr fe:it\ire of the storm was 
that the weather bureau records show 
only a maximum velocity of wlndl of 
86 miles an hour. 

Colonel Frank Ridgeway. chief of 
the Pittsburg weather bureau, says it 
was only a squall, likely to occur at 
any time this season of the year. The 
cpnditioos were cyclonic, but where 
the wind was the strongest its veloci- 
ty would not exceed 56 or 60 miles 
an hour. 

The weather is blustery and snowy, 
high winds still prevail, but the vel- 
ocity Is not strong enough to do any 
naore damage. 

Dispatches from surrounding towns 
In western Pennsylvania, eastern Ohio 
and W4M Virginia report heavy dam- 
age from the storm, but no fatalitfea 

Harriman Sufferers Provided For. 
Harrlman, Tenn., March 31.— The 
flood tide has completely recedad in 

the Emory river here and six of the 12 
industries that were invaded by the 
tklffb water resumed operation. The 
remnlning industries will b« running 
by Thursday It is thought. The ag- 
gregate daqnage is now placed at $75,- 
000, oif which amount Mayor Claude 
H«ndricks states the city will suffer 
|1,60«. Authentic figures place the 
number of families affected by the 
flood at 26. Of these 15 are totally 
diestitute. Ten families lost a portion 
of their effeets. Only three houses 
•were totally destroyed, 22 residences 
being more or less damaged. The city 
. oouncli has raised a fund of |600 for 
the rellisf of these families and citizens 
knve flao innde contributions. 

Train Service Resumed.

Prancis, accompanied by her 
attorney, her sister and Patrick's fath 
er. railed at the Tombs and asked for 
a ronfeience with the prisoner He 
was escorted to the matron s room and 
after a few moments the guard is said 
to have stepped outside. It is said 
the wedding contracts were then sign 
ed by Patrick and Mrs. Frsnvls in du 
plicate. Under a law enacted by the 
legislature a year ago. this form nt 
marriage is lawful when the signing 
of the contract Is witnessed by two 
person.H To peifect the, cciemony it 
Is only necessary to file a copy of the 
affidavit wlta a magistrate within six 
months. 

The witnesses to the ceremony were 

Patrick's father and sister. .Miss F-'tu 
ma Patrick Others present w«re Pat 
rick's little daughter and Samuel B 
Thomas, an attorney who was called 
in as Mrs. Francis' legal sdviser. 

Samuel B Thomas, attorney for Mrs 
Francis made tlie following statement: 
As ( onnsel of Mrs. I2mma Francis, I 
advised her that the .contract marriage 
was absolutely valh) and binding. Mrs. 
Francis had been engaged to Patrick 
since 1888. It wsb fhrir ir.tention to 
be married the day of Patrick's a( (piit 
tal, but after the verdict was against 
him, his plan could not be carried out 
They were married properly and legal 
ly, and as his wife. Mr« Addle Frauds 
Patrick can visit him when he is con 
fined in the death bouse, which would 
have been denied her otherwise. 

When the contract was presented to 
the city clerk It was refused, the clerk 
saying that the statement tiKil tin 
marriage took place at "corner of Cen- 
ter and Leonard stroet, city of New 
York," was not definite enough as to 
place. The clerk suggested that some- 
thing be produied to show that the 
contract was prepared in the Tombs 
or else that the contract should give 
the street number of that building. 

OLARK WINS OUT. 

Retirement of Senator Junes Fr<ini 
the r.

Little Rock. March 31.— Returns

SALIENT rOINIS 

Of Bill PreacrlMng Kot ni of Govern* 

ment For l'lill!pi>lrtes. 

Washington. March 31. — The senate 
rommittee on the Philippines com- 
pleted consideration of ti:e bill pre- 
scribing a form of government for the 
Philippines' information and caused 
Senator Lodge to report It to the sen- 
ate after voting down the Democratic 
substitute by a party vote. The 
amendment provided for a census of 
the population of the Islands and is as 
follows: "That whenever the existing 
insurrection in the Philippines islands 
shall have ceased and a condition of 
general and ( (imiilete peace shall have 
been established therein and the facts 
shall 1m- (Citified to the preaident by 
the Pnllippine commission, the presi- 
dent upon being satisfied thereof shall 
order a census of the Philippine Is- 
lands to be taken, such census in its 
inquiries relating to the population 
as shall take and make wo far as prac- 
ticable a full report for all the inhab- 
itants, of name, age, sex, race or tribe, 
whether native or foreign born, illit- 
eracy in Spaiiii-h, native dialect or lan- 
guage, or In English, scbool attend- 
ance and ownership of homes, and 
■uch other information separately for 
each island, each provinc e and mu- 
ni(ipalily, or other civil i.-^Krii, loi 
the needed Information of the presi- 
dent and congress of the capacity, fit- 
ness and readiness of all the people of 
the Philippine islaml.'i, and of partU 
ular islan<ls. provinces and munliipal- 
itles and other civil divisioas. for the 
establishment and msintenance in the 
Philippine ijlatKN. or certain of them, 
of a perniaiiciit popular lepreaentative 
of the government. • 

The following provision is made for 
the extension ot the commlsslen't an- 
thorlty: "That the Philippines com- 
mission meantime is hereby authori/.ed 
and direc ted in their discretion to lon- 
tinue to establish additional municipal 
and provincial governments In the 
Philippine islands with popular repre- 
sentative government, so far and so 
fast as I'onimiinlties in surli ( ivll di .l 
sions are capable. At and ready for the 
same, the qualification of electors in 
elections in municipalities and pro- 
vinces to be the same as now pro- 
vided by law for electors In municipal 
elections, and said Philippine commis- 
sion, whenever they find other male 
inhabitants of lawful age in such mu 
ni( ipalltles and provinces capable, fit 
and itady for sin ii extension, stiall in 
dude the same among the electors 
with the purpose of gradually extend- 
ing to municipalities and provinces 
^permanent popular government"

Tiifa: Coiuier-.Iournal rails attention to 
the fact that the sale of 5,(100 hogsheads 
of tobacco on the Louisville breaks week- 
ly means the distribution of nearly half 
a million dollars throughout the State 
every week. Bat it adds this significant 
statement : 

While this raw material yields large 
c\flb returns to this and other Southern 
^)tuteB, till' profit would bf. much grfater if it 
were worked up intn the finished prod- 
ncte at home. Kentucky has made a 
Rtart at this, having more independent 
tobacco factories than any other .'^tate in 
the Union. Manv of these are doing 
well, and are backed by large capital. 
Kvery dollar they pay out for labor goes 
to benctit the State, and also the prot'Us 
they are able to make. It is a pity the 
fire»l bulk 01 Kentucky's natural monop- 
oly is not worke<l up here. If it were, it 
would mean many millions more than it 
does now. 

Tber « is no good reason why the great 
bulk of tobacco grown in Kentucky 
should not be converted into the manu- 
factured article here in the Stat*. It 
would add millions to the wealth of the 
p >ople. A nd please bear in mind there is 
no better location in the State for such 
faotorios than right here in Maysville. 



The South African war is now in its 

third year. It commenced in October, 
I89i>, witli the promise of the famoas 
Christmas dinner In Pretoria, that only 
an army of 47,000 and a cost of $40,000,-

faith of the English government and 
l>«ople. Instead of 47,000 men, the Brit- 
ifrli Secretary of War, Mr. Brodick, says, 
Tha war cilice to-day is feeding ."00,000 
men and 243,000 horses in South Africa." 
Instead of $49,000,000 Parliament has ap- 
propriated altojjetlier for this war $704,- 
t>4ti,a00. A large part of the estimate for 
th* earrent year mast go to the same 
parpose.
